Every user of gas will be interested in the 
precise terms of the bill relating to gas 
undertakings which is tq be introduced by the 
President of the Boari of Trade in the House 
of Commons “ with as little delay as possible.”

Although the financial aspects of the 
Irish Housing Act were debated at length 
last session, it is probable that Parliament 
will hear more about the matter during. 
the coming months. Many local authori- 
ties are firmly convinced that, unless the 
Government's terms are revised, it will be 
impossible for them to undertake build- 
ing schemes on a large scale. The argu-| 
ments with which they support their case 
were stated afresh at yesterday's con- 
ference in Dublin. The Lord Mayor of 
Cork, who presided, cited the position of 
his own city. In Cork, as in every other 
city and town, there is an acute shortage 
of suitable accommodation for the work- 
ing classes. The building of at least two 
thousand houses is an urgent necessity. 
The Corporation is anxious to embark 
upon a scheme, but hesitates to take the 
risk. Careful calculations show that, even 


every £ collected in rent from the tenants, 
there would still be an enormous deficit, to 
liquidate which a rate of 3s. 3d. in the £ 
would be necessary. Smaller towns, 
according to their representatives at the 
conference, “are in an even worse plight. 
It is generally agreed that houses cannot 
be built to-day for less than £450. The

to find the balance of 4s. 4d. The burden 
would be intolerable. There are some 78 
towns in Ireland where a penny rate pro- 
duces less than £50 per year. What would 
their position be if they had to find sums 
of over £5.000 annually to cover the 
deficits on housing schemes? These are 
the main arguments which were adduced 
at yesterday's conference. If they are 
accepted as correct, the position with which 
we are faced is this—that prosperous 
towns where the artisans are well paid, 
and can afford to pay a “ reasonable ”’ 
rent, will derive substantial benefit from 
accepting the Government's terms, but the 
towns where the working classes are poorly 
paid are placed in an impossible situation. 
What can be done to help them? Obviously 
the Government cannot, as the Town Clerk 
of Tipperary suggested yesterday, increase 
the subsidy to 45s. for every £ contributed 
by the tenant in rent. That would be too 
much altogether. It should be possible, 
however, to make the scheme of subsidies 
more elastic, so that the special needs of 
particular districts may be met. One 
speaker suggested that the houses should 
be graded, and that the subsidies should 
range from 25s. to 40s., according to the 
class of house built. Pending a settle- 
ment of this vexed question we think that 
all local authorities should proceed to 
formulate their building schemes without 
delay. If it is found by actual experience 
that the Government's plan is as hopeless 
as they believe, the Treasury, with whom 
the final responsibility rests, will be 
obliged to yield to the request for more 
generous terms. The Chief Secretary

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The Span of Life. 


Dr. Voronoff has set the world talking 
about his claim to prolong human life by | 
means of interstitial glands. All men are | 
startled by it, and some are disposed to | 
regard his alleged discovery as: unnatural | 
or impious. Yet the possibility of 
lengthening the human span is no new dis- 
covery at all. During the last two genera- 
tions sanitary science and improved con- 
ditions of living have made a perceptible 
addition to the average period of our 
mortal vears. In an address at New York, 
on Monday, Dr. William Mayo, President 
of the American College of Surgeons, said

human life. He predicted that another 
ten would be added in the course of the 
next twenty years. In his own boyhood, 
he said, it was difficult for a man of forty 
to find a new job. Now, even in America, 
the land of the young, men of fifty and 
sixty are great assets to the country. Dr. 
Mayo thinks that one of the chief factors | 
in the present extension of human life has 
been the supply of pure water to cities | 
and nations. Here, however, he becomes | 
acutely controversial, for he uses the im- | 
proved water supply as an argument in | 
favour of prohibition. Without plenty of | 
good water America could not have “ gone | 
dry.” Wine is popular in France and beer | 
in Germany because in those countries the | 
supply of drinking water is inadequate. | 
The anti-prohibitionist will reply that 
beer is popular in England and whiskey | 
in Treland, although these islands are ex- | 
cellently supplied with water. Indeed, | 
the fallacy in Dr. Mayo’s reasoning is | 
obvious. Yet we need not dispute his | 
view that the span of human life is grow- 
ing longer, and that the process is likely 
to continue, The next great advance will 
be made when cancer, that arch-enemy of 
middle life, is conquered; but science is. 
still baffled by the mystery of its preven- 
tion and cure. 
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Doctors Disagree. 

The layman takes a keen intefest in the 
conflicts of expert evidence, whether they 
concern medical science or hand-writing or 
claret or works of art. He is not surprised 
when the conoscentt quarrel in matters of 
taste and instinct, such as the authorship 
of a disputed picture. He is puzzled, how- 
ever, when they advance irreconcilable 
opinions on questions which seem to his 
unlearned mind to be questions of fact. 
The expert evidence of medical men in 
courts of law furnishes at once the most 
frequent and the most interesting cases 
of such disagreement, We report to-

many reductions made already, and’ so 
many more expected before the close of the 
financial year. i 

Sir Robert Horne stated that the num- 
ber of persons in receipt of unemployment 
donation at the latest date available was 
364,000, of whom, however, 274,000 were 
ex-Service men, and the total amount paid 
out since the armistice was a 
37 millions. He added that the donation 
as regards civilians will come to an end 
next month in the ordinary course, but 
that the future policy of the Government 
in this respect had not yet been decided. 

Mr. Churchill promised to lay papers 
showing the post-war constitution of the 
Army, the expense of which will be less 
than one-fifth of its present cost. The 
announcement that the troops employed 
in Ireland number 55,000, at an approxi- 
mate weekly cost of £210,000, caused some 
clamour on the Opposition benches, but 
this was quickly changed into laughter 
when Sir Siasies Dockrell inquired: “ Is 
not Ireland a cheap country to keep them 
in, and have not we got to keep them 
somewhere 7” | 

This was one of the few light interludes 
in a cross-examination which once or twice 
became a little uproarious and caused the 
Speaker to intervene. Mr, A. Chamber- 
lain somewhat allayed the rising storm by 
promising to lay papers showing the re- 
vised estimates for the coming year; and 
the Prime Minister, after questions were 
over, announced that, as soon as members 
had had time to digest them, opportunity 
would be given for a general discussion 
on the financial situation of the country. 

Mr. Lloyd George was unable to accept 
the suggestion that he should resume 
regular attendance in the House, and 
scuaght indulgence on the ground that his 
duties remained very heavy. He under- 
took, however, to consider whether it 
would be possible for him to come down 
on one or two days a week. 

After the Speaker had read letters re- 
porting the imprisonment of two Simn 
Fein M.P.'s, the victors of the by-elections 
held during the recess took their seats. 
These were Mr. A. Henderson (Widnes), 
Alderman Forrest (Pontefract), and Oap- 
tain Thorpe (Rusholme). There was a 
good deal of cheering and counter-cheer- 
ing as the last-named walked up the floor.

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POSITION OF TRINITY COLLEGE, 


NO PARTITION OF IRELAND. 

The Most Rev. Dr. Bernard, Provest of 
Trinity College, speaking in Manchester at a 
dinner of the North of England Association of. 
graduates of Dublin University, said that 
he had been asked what attitude Trinity College 
was going to take in the present national crisis. 
They were all determined, he thought, about 
one thing. They were all quite clear that 
Ireland could not be a separate republic, (Hear, 
hear.) They did not think that was practicable 
or desirable, either in the interests of England 
or of Ireland. But there were all shades of 
opinion to be found within the walls of Trinity 
College. Some men were for giving & 
larger’ measure of legislative freedom than 
others were. His own conviction was that the 
best solution was to be found in the majority 
report: of the National Convention, but that had 
been rejected by the majority of those who 
lived in Ireland, and he did not know whether 
the Government would be able to follow on 
those lines. : 

One thing in Trinity College they recognised 
very fully—that they were an Irish institution, 
that they stood for the whole of Ireland, that 
their men came from all parts of Ireland, and 
that, so far as they were concerned, they would 
resist by all lawful means any partition of Ire- 
land. That was his own view and that, he 
thought, of an overwhelming majority; but if 
they were to ask! him what Trinity College 
thought, he would refer them to its two mem- 
bers of Parliament, one of whom would tell 
them one thing, and «he other would tell them 
something else.

CONTROL PRICE FOR 1919.

M.P.; Mr. D. D. Reid, M.P., and Mr. R. J. 


Lynn, M.P., were present as the representatives 


of agricultural and industrial constituencies in 
Uleter. 

Lord Colwyn and his colleagues received the 
deputation, all the members of which urged the 
importance of increasing the price paid to the 
farmers for flax in order to stimulate produc- 
tion. The Irish crop of 1919 is expected to pro- 


duce 20,000 tons of ecutched flax, and of that 


quantity the Irish epinners have already signed 
contracts to take 18,000 tons. 

It is thought that the Flax Control Board, in 
these circumstances, will probably agree to in- 
crease the price by £80, thus bringing the con- 
trol price of Irish flax for 1919 up to that of 
last year. 

The Board is now waiting for the spinners 


to give a guarantee that they will take the re-

OUT-OF-WORK DONATIONS. 

Sir Robert Horne, in reply to Mr. Clough, 
said that for the week ending 26th September— 
that was to say, the week before the railway 
strike—the number of persons in receipt of un- 
employment pay was 364,120, of whom 274,477 
were ex-Service men. The total amount paid in 
out-of-work donations up to 26th September 
was £36,978,027. The out-of-work donation ex- 
pired on November 24th for civilian workers, 
but ex-Service men retained their right to it 
for a year after demobilisation. The policy in 
respect to the future was not yet decided. 

Answering Sir Thomas Bramsdon, Sir Robert 
Horne stated that the amount paid in donations 
during the week ended September 26th was 
£494,000, against £657,000 in the week ended 
August Ist. 


RAILWAY GOODS TRAFFIC RATES.

IMPORTANCE OF VETERINARY SCIENCE. 

Mr. J. Ewing Johnston, M.B.B., M-B.C.V.8,, 
who has been appointed a member of the Com- 
mittee under the new Health Bill for Ireland, 
sends us a statement concerning the importance, 
from a health point of view, of adequate atten- 
tion being paid in future to veterinary train- 
ing, and the utilisation of veterinary science 
for the protection of the public He orgues that 
veterinary science and human medical science 
are at the present time so.closely interwoven 


of an effective health scheme. There are diseases 
of the domestic animals which are in need of 
investigation in the direct interest of the human | 
race. Research in the diseases of the lower | 
animals might throw light upon some of the 
most destructive of human diseases 

“ In this country,’’ says Mr. Johnston, “ we 
have only a few wholetime public bealth 
veterinarian officers. It would require each 
County Council to have at least one whole-time 
veterinary health officer to look after the in- 
spection of meat, milk, and dairies. United 
States has a general organised system of meat 
inspection, authorised by an Act of Congress of 
June, 1906. In Germaay before the war meat 
inspection was organised and regulated by an | 
Imperial law; and over one thousand veterinary | 
surgeons were engaged in this important work. | 
In France the same work was well advanced, 


alone 67 veterinary surgeons, exclusively em- 
ployed in meat inspection.” 

Throvgh the lack of an organised system of 
meat and milk inspection in this country the in- 
dustries have been subjected to pains and 
penalties, from which those engaged in” them 
should be relieved. The responsibility should 
be taken by the Ministry of Health. The pro- 
tection to the consuming public is farcical. The 
advent of a Ministry of Health will most as- 
surediy bring about a great change here. The 
Couneil of the Ministry of Health should raise 
no objection on the ground of fimance, because 
the health of human beings should be con- 
sidered first and finance last. Mr. Johnston 
pleads for a veterinary school attnched to, or 
part of, the Queen's University of Belfast, such 
as at present exists at the University of Liver- 
pool. There are twenty centres for vetermary 
education in the United States—many in the 
universities--and eight State«supported. Mel. 
bourne and Sydney are receiving grants of 
thousands a year for the development of veteri- 
nary education. In Brazil the veterinary student: 
is required to enter and graduate on the same 
standard as the medical.

THE ROLL OF CHAPLAINS. 


TO THE EBDLTOR OF THE IRISH TIMES , 


Sim,—While I am in full atcord with all that 
has béen said—and too much cannot be said— 
in feveúr of finding suitable posts for return- 
ing chaplains, I would like to point out one 
_danget in connection with the motion which 
‘was passed by the Dublin Synod on Monday. 
| IS was proposed and carried that a roll of ex- 
chaplains be placed before every board of 
! momination in future. This proposal, if it has 
j any meaning, is calculated to penalise those 
men who, through no fault of their own, were 
unable to serve at the front. 

There are a number of men in the diocese— 
mostly married curates—who, owing to domestic 
and other circumstances, were prevénted from 
serving as chaplains. It was comparatively easy 
for a rector to go. He knew that he could 
retain his rectorial residence, that he eould 
enjoy his stipend as rector in addition to his 
Army pay, that he could employ a locum tenens 
to discharge his duties, and that he would find 
his benefice awaiting him when he came back. 
A married curate had none of these advantages, 
If he went, it meant breaking up his home, 
resigning his curacy, and facing the possibility 
of unemployment on his return. In some cases 
these difficulties. proved insuperable. 

There are other men—including at least one 
rector—who did volunteer, but were not ac- 
cepted. At certain stages in the war it was 
exceedingly difficult to secure a chaplaincy. 
Mr. Thompson informed the Synod that he had 
“ to fight "” for his curates in order to get them 
chaplaincies. There were some men who had 
no Mr. Thompson to fight for them. All of 
these men, both those who found it impossible 
to go and those who were not accepted, were 
quite as willing and quite as ready to serve 
at the front as the men who went. To penalise 
such men would be manifestly unfair and un- 
just. I am sure the chaplains themselves would 
not wish their claims to be advanced at the ex- 
pense of men like these, who, often under con- 
ditions of real privation, enabled the home 
Chureb to “ carry.on ” during their absence. 

A returned chaplain recently focussed atten- 
tion upon the root cause of the present con- 
‘gestion ‘in the diocese—the influx of outside men. 
This is a matter which has caused, and is 
causing, deep and widespread discontent amongst 
the Dublin clergy. Let boards of nomination 
appoint their own diocesan clergy, whether re- 
turned chaplains or not, and then there will be 
no cause for compleint.—Yours, etc.,

SCOPE OF ITS OPERATIONS, 

The half-yearly general meetmg of the 
Catholic Truth Society of Ireland was held in 
the Mansion House, Dublin, yesterday after- 
noon, Sir John R. O'Connell presiding. 

Gre Chairman, in reviewing the work of the 
Society since the lst of January last, said that 
they had passed through a period of very ex- 
ceptional difficulty—the, increased cost of pro- 
duction of their books, and the difficulties aris- 
ing from the strike in the printing trade. They 
found themselves obliged to raise the price of 
the booklets published by the Society from one 
penny to two penee, and it became a question 
of either putting up the price or putting up the 
shutters. Owing, however, to the efforts of the 
Organising Sub-Committee they had had a very 
satisfactory record for the last nine months. In 
that period they had issued 547,647 booklets, 
exclusive of those that were sold for 
cagh in their shop in Sackville 
street. That output represented an average of 
700,000 booklets per year—a very appreciable 
increase upoh previous averages. It was 
gratifying also that there was a recovery from 
the fall which followed the increase in prices. 
A number of new books had been published. 
Amongst those which the Society proposed to 
publish in the near future were a series of books 
dealing with agriculture, and rural development, 
and they would be hooks that would attract 
attention, and appeal to a e number of 
readers.

| DUBLIN BOARD OF 
GUARDIANS. 
THE DISPENSARY COAL

The weekly meeting of the Dublin Board of Guar- 
dians was held yesterday, Mr. John Soully, J.P., 
Chairman, presiding. 

The following letter was read from Mr. William

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THE GREAT PROBLEM FOR BUILDERS. 


While the demand for houses is daily increas- 
ing, cothparatively little is being done to meet 
it on account of the enormous cost of materials, 
but á fierce controvers being waged as to 
what is the most Mais ass commodity for use, 
ns * ard to the cost and life of the build- 
|e ions of bricks are ready, but they are 

out on account of the high price, and éon- 

erete is practically in the same position. At 
the moment the cry is for wooden frame houses, 
which, it is claimed, can be erected the most 
cheaply, but the Ministry of Health has rather 
frowned on this proposal. Jt announces that a 
special investigation into the possibility of using 
wooden frame houses as part of the Government 
housing acheme was begun a few months ago by 
a committee, which included outside experts 
appointed by the Ministry to inquire into the 
new, methods of construction. The mMmquiry 
into the use of weoden frame houses is hot com- 
plete, but information at present available goes 
to show that, when regard is paid to the present 
and the pre-war prices to the cost and difficulty 
of freightage, to the cost of adaptations, and of 
fittings to comply with the British standards, a 
wooden frame house from British Columbia, 
with accommodation fittings and eonveniences 
tor domestic use, approtimating to these now 
required in Government assisted schemes is not 
likely to be completed for much less than £700, 
and the cost may not improbably be more. 
The brickwork of the ordinary cottage répre- 
sents only about one-third of the total cost. 
Any possible saving must result from the 
difference between the cost of the brick shell 
and the cost of the wood shell. So far as 
figures have been obtainable the amount saved 
by using wooden shell is at the most six per 
cent. of the total cost of a similar brick-built 
house. Further information on the question is 
being obtained by the Ministry, and. sample 
houses from Canada are to be erected in this 
country. Regulations are being issued enabling 
local authorities to allow this and other special 
methods of.construction, but in the meantime 
the present position of the housing question is 
thus summarised by the Minister of Health.

DUBLIN NOTES. 


Rapid progress is being made with the demo- 
lition of the Coliseum buildings in Henry 
street.
